While riding in the Jackson car as a 
mechanician in the three hu ndred- 
mile race he was blinded by the du st 
and had to be taken from the car to 
the hosp ital. 
His nerv es were in bad 
shap e when the race was stop p ed be­ 
cau se of the fatal accident in which 
three men were killed. The leader in 
the race had gone 235 miles when the 
ev ent was called off. 
Bownes’ inju ries were not seriou s, 
ju t the strain on him was awfu l One. 
of the most remarkable things in con- 
eetion with the nerv e racking ex ­ 
p eriences of the driv ers 
and their 
mechanicians is told by Bownes. 
He 
makes the statem ent and others cor- 
oborate it that when he entered the 
ar to begin the race he weighed 15 0 
x iu nds. This was the official weight 
or the records in the race. 
He was 
weighed when the race was stop p ed 
nd he registered only 134 p ou nds, a 
oss of six teen p ou nds in abou t fou r 
flou rs. 
Althou gh

statement 
sou nds a bit u nreasonable it is made 
on good au thority and is'regarded 
a s 
samp le of the awfu l strain on the 
men riding in the cars while they are 
going a t su ch a rap id rate.

the two men assigned by the Indiana- 
>olis S tar to cov er the races. 
Pau l 
Peter Willis, au tomobile editor of tlie 
Star, and well known in 
Ru shv ille, 
was the other. 
Mr. Willis handled 
the races from the au toists’ stand­ 
p oint, and Mr. Lee was assigned to 
stories of the crowd, accidents, inci­ 
dents, arrests, admissions, 
gate re­ 
ceip ts, etc. Both men worked on the 
ng news stories. , Mr. Lee and Mr. 
Willis wrote the stories of the many 
accidents du ring the 
week 
which 
cau sed the death of fiv e men and in­ 
ju red nearly a score of others.

Lee say s that the races formed the 
most sp ectacu lar slau ghter of hu man 
beings he ev er saw.

Indianapolis, Aug. 23.—As the price 
for the automobile races death de­ 
manded three lives late Saturday af­ 
ternoon at the Speedway. 
Five accidents were recorded when 
the races were stopped, before the last 
one, the 300-mile race, was finished. 
The crowds were becoming frantic 
with dread and sick with the sight of 
human life slaughtered on the speed- 
lustful track. 
The dead: 
Homer Jolliff, spectator, 
Franklin; 
Claude Kellum, mechani­ 
cian, Indianapolis; Jam es W est, spec­ 
tator, Indianapolis. 
The injured: 
Jam es Schiller, mech- 
ancian, skull fractured; Henry Tap­ 
in g , 
spectator, 
Indianapolis, 
nose 
broken, arm and hand crushed and 
body bruised. 
Several other specta­ 
tors were less seriously hurt. 
Charles Merz, an Indianapolis youth­ 
ful pilot, and Claude Kellum of Indi­ 
anapolis were the victims in the worst 
accident of the day. 
Merz escaped 
and Kellum was killed. 
Five specta­ 
tors were mowed down when the dis­ 
abled machine jumped through the 
fence. 
While taking the southern curve in 
the 300-mile race for a $10,000 trophy, 
just before approaching the balloon 
bleachers, the right front tire blew 
out on the National No. IO, the car 
rushed headlong toward 
the outer 
fence, carried away five fence posts, 
tram pled the crowd underneath, tore 
off five feet of the stone culvert rail­ 
ing, turned completely over and fell 
on the far side of the creek. 
Merz 
was buried under the debris, but was 
unhurt. 
His escape was a miracle, 
the greatest ever known since time 
has recorded racing. His mechanician, 
Kellum, was thrown from the car to 
the ground with great force and sus­ 
tained fatal injuries. 
The machine leaped through the air 
more than a hundred feet after it had 
crushed the spectators, and caused a 
panic among the thousands near by. 
All 
the spectators hurt were men. 
They were standing near the fence, 
and did not have a second’s notice to 
retreat from the danger zone beore the 
terrible gasoline car had done its 
work. 
When the big National car plowed 
through the fence and dived into the 
crowd of spectators, it carried Jam es 
W est, pinned to its radiator, across 
the creek. 
He fell from the front of 
the car while flying through the air 
and dropped dead a few feet from the 
machine, which went beyond him. 
Homer Jolliff was run over and al­ 
most buried in the earth a few feet 
from the fence. Merz had presence of 
mind enough to shut off the engine 
while lying under the demolished car. 
He crawled out from under the car 
and rushed to the side of his injured 
m ate in the fatal car. 
He was forced 
away weeping and torn with grief. 
The last accident, the one that forc­ 
ed the race officials to shun further re­ 
sponsibility and call off the events, 
was the wrecking of Marmon No. 17, 
Bruce Keene driver and Jam es Schil­ 
ler mechanician. They were rounding 
the fatal curve which had trapped 
Merz and ran against a wooden railing 
which bordered the inner side of the 
track, just after passing in front'of the 
bleachers. 
The 
rushing 
machine 
thrust its nose into a post which sup­ 
ported the suspension bridge. 
Keene 
remained in the seat and held with all 
his might to the wheel, while Schiller 
leaped and fell on his head. 
He sus­ 
tained a scalp wound and other in­ 
juries Which it is thought will not 
prove fatal. 
Keene escaped unhurt. 
The car was ruined.

MEXICANS HAVE NO 
FEAR OF REVOLUTION 


Senor MariscSial Sends Out 
Reassuring Word. 


W ashington, Aug. 23.—Senor Maris- 
cal, the Mexican m inister of foreign 
affairs, in a dispatch received at the 
Mexican embassy, declares that there 
has never been any fear of a revolu­ 
tion in Mexico. 
The Mexican ambassador, Senor De 
La Barra, as he handed the dispatch 
out for publication, said he felt that 
it ought to dispose of 
the rumors 
which had been current of late indi­ 
cating the probability of an uprising in 
that country as a result of the ap­ 
proaching presidential campaign. The 
ambassador declared that the whole 
country will firmly sustain the candi­ 
dacy of Diaz for the president for the 
next electoral term # and the patriot­ 
ism of the people was such that they 
would not brook any interruption to 
I the era of progress on which Mexico 
had entered. 
I 
Because of his position, Senor De 
| La Barra said he did not feel at liberty 
to enter into a discussion of the m erits 
| and qualifications of the Mexican citi- 
j zens whose names had been mentioned 
as candidates for the vice presidency, 
! whose campaign for that office ap- 
I pears to be really param ount to that 
of the presidency because of the pos­ 
sibility of a succession to the latter 
office, in event of President Diaz’s 
death. 


I 
W hen asked for his views on the sit- 
j nation Senor De La Barra consented 
| to explain in a general way why, in his 
J opinion, there was no danger of a rev­ 
olutionary movement because the sen­ 
timent of the people was opposed to 
such a step. The actual conditions, he 
said, had been exaggerated very much. 
Diaz, he continued, would be support­ 
ed in his candidacy because of his 
honest, patriotic and wise adm inistra­ 
tion of the presidency which gained 
for him the respect of the people both 
at home and abroad. 
The political 
agitation over the 
vice presidency 
would not, by any means, produce any 
disturbance in th e public peace of the 
country, he said. 
The m inister denied that the con­ 
flicts appearing at Guadalajara and 
other places were symptoms of a com­ 
ing revolution. 
“These conflicts,” he 
added, “are simply political m anifesta­ 
tions incidental to any campaign.” 
Senor De La Barra said that in the 
conflicts referred to there had been 
neither loss of life nor damage to pub­ 
lic property, as had been stated. 
The 
course of business had not been inter­ 
rupted and with a country like Mexico, 
which worked and prospered, normal 
conditions had not been disturbed. 
The country, he declared, is progress­ 
ing and preparing, within the limits 
of the law, for the next elections. 
“I have the conviction that peace 
will not be disturbed,” he retierated, 
“and above all, the patriotism of my 
countryman is such that they will not 
consent to any inteference with the 
progress in which we have entered in 
such a decided m anner.” 
So many enterprises, mining, indus­ 
trial and agricultural, have been deveh 
oped during the long era of peace 
which has prevailed in Mexico that 
the people will not permit any inter­ 
ruption.”

the nineteenth century earned 
the name of the age of steam 
and electricity, so the twentieth 
promises to win the title of the 
flying age. 
Already a man has flown 
across the English c hannel, which may 
be as much of a milepost iu its way 
as Marconi's achievement of sending 
a wireless message across the same 
turbulent neck of water a few’ years 
ago. 
Marconi’s feat wats the first 
marked success that called the world’s 
attention to the fact that telegraph­ 
ing without wires was an accomplish­ 
ed fact, a triumph that was speedily 
followed by the greater victory of 
flashing the messages of the air across 
the Atlantic, 
It was but yesterday 
th at these things happened, yet so 
swiftly do we move iii this era of sci­ 
entific enchantment that today wire­ 
less telegraphy is in commercial use 
in all parts of the' earth. 
Louis Bleriot’s feat of flying across 
the English channel is an even greater 
accomplishment than that of Marconi, 
yet it is not so startling, since the 
W right brothers and others had al­ 
ready conducted longer flights. 
For 
example, only a few days before the 
crossing of the channel, Henry Far- 
man, att Englishman, hail flown from 
('halons to Suippos. France, a distance 
of forty miles, thus breaking Bleriot’s 
own previous record of twenty-five 
miles front Et a ropes to Orleans, the 
longest c ro s s country flight of an aero­ 
plane up to that time. 
The W rights 
and most other aviators have never at­ 
tempted cross country hikes, but have 
confined 
themselves 
to 
prescribed 
courses, returning to the place of start­ 
ing. 
The flight across the channel is a 
striking and dram atic thing in itself, 
even if longer flights above land bad 


bert Latham, plunged into the sea in 
trying to make the same crossing. 
So 
take it all in all the first flight across 
the 
Lngiish 
channel 
is sufficiently 
notable despite the previous triumphs 
of the flying Wrights. Furman. Santos- 
I>umoat aud all the rest. 


Ten Years From Marconi to Bleriot. 
Let urn mg to the initial comparison 
with Marconi in sending his first wire­ 
less across the channel, the query nat­ 
urally suggests itself: Will aerial nav­ 
igation go forward by the same leaps 
and bounds in the next ten years that 
aerial telegraphy has experienced in 
the ten years that have passed since 
the first message was flashed from 
England to the continent? Aud by the 
way. it is not without interest that it 
was exactly a decade which passed be­ 
tween the two triumphs, Marconi scor­ 
ing his sucit'ss in I 
and Bleriot in 
1909. Was ever any age iu the history 
of the world so packed with marvels? 
Either of these deeds in a former time 
would have been sufficient alone to 
have made a whole age illustrious, yet 
in this day. when the drivers of the car 
of Progress could be arrested any time 
for overs peed fug. we jam both of them 
ink) ten years of time aud prepare our­ 
selves for the next wonder that our 
Inventors may perform! 
Only a few days after the channel 
passage Orville W right in America 
broke ail records for a two man flight 
by remaining in the air over one hour 
and twenty minutes in his govern­ 
ment trials at Fort Myer. Our Anteri-! 
can pioneers of the aeroplane are not 
yet outclassed. 
They it was who first 
made flight in a heavier than air ma­ 
chine a practical success, they it was 
who have been copied by the French 
and other inventors, and so it is but 
poetic justice that whatever triumphs

already been made, and it is made 
more striking and dram atic because of 
a few attendant incidents. 
One of 
these was that Bleriot at the time w’as 
crippled from a previous flight and 
left behind him a pa ii* of crutches as 
he mounted his machine to fly into 
fame. 
“If I cannot walk, I will show 
them I eau fly,” he said. 
Ile showed 
them. 
Another thing that made this 
event remarkable is that it was done 
with a monoplane weighing only OOO 
pounds aud having wings that fold 
up until the machine is uo larger than 
an automobile. The W right machines 
and most of the other successful ones 
are biplanes. 
The peculiarity of the 
monoplane, which is almost exclusive­ 
ly a Freu ti development, is I hat it has 
greater speed than tile iii plane, but less 
stability, that is, it is more easily over­ 
balanced by urn* :peeled air currents. 
Yet another signi/t . a feature of JI. 
Bleriot’s achievi meet is the speed with 
which the flight vies made. 
From 
Calais to Dover* where the c ro s s in g 
was made. the I / .ihh channel is 
tw ent v-<qe p. 
v ide. making about 
tw enty-three : dies from landing place 
to landing pin e. 
Vet the entire trip 
was made in a half hour, making an 
average rate of over forty-five miles 
an hour, which at times was said to 
>have been sixty miles. 
Yet a further 
circulus!ance that adds to the pic­ 
turesqueness of this first aeroplane 
trip from France to England is the 
character of the aviator. 
Bleriot is 
known as a daredevil of the air. 
He 
seemingly fears nothing. 
His Nerve Unshaken. 
All sorts of hairbreadth escapes have 
not shaken his nerve. 
In the past he 
has had innumerable accidents and his 
friends have always predicted that he 
would kill himself as surely as the 
sparks fly upward. Tumbles with him 
thave become a habit. One of his prac­ 
tices is to throw himself on a wing of 
ilia machine as he falls. 
This breaks 
tile wing but saves the man. An oper­ 
ator with that audacity and cool cour­ 
age should fly far. and that Is just 
what Bleriot has done. 
And a final 
attendant happening, or rather pair of 
happenings, that sets off this daring 
Frenchman’s feat is the fact that just 
before and just after Bleriot’s remark­ 
able flight another French aviator, Hu* 


are 
accomplished 
by 
others 
they 
should yet play the star engagements 
and score the record triumphs. 
Navigating the Fogs. 
It has long been suggested that the 
fogs across the English channel are 
heavy enough to navigate, and perhaps 
Bleriot’s feat may be taken as proof of 
this. Un the same theory the vicinity 
of London should be ideal for biplanes, 
monoplanes and any other sort of a 
plane that could sail around, in or on a 
fog. With such meaty, ponderous and 
substantial fogs as those of London It 
would be impossible for anything so 
light as an airship to fall through. 
The channel is a historic body of 
water that has been the graveyard of 
mere ships than any equal stretch of 
sea on the planet. 
Perhaps its tu r­ 
bulence has done more than British 
fortifications to protect John Bull from 
in a aion. William the Conqueror man­ 
aged to break across it, but Napoleon 
could never send over anything more 
fi rmidable than a large scare. 
Relying on the diabolical disposition 
of the English channel. J. Bull has 
grow’u chesty and shaken his fist at 
the world. Now that people are learn­ 
ing to fly aud can thus ignore his old 
channel the portly gentleman has sud­ 
denly lost his cocky air and has grown 
flabby from fear. 
The mere mention 
of an airship Is sufficient to give the 
whole English press a spasm and to 
cause the ministerial benches of par­ 
liament to fairly reek with gloom. 
A 
few weeks ago the British were scared 
to death of the Zeppelin dirigible bal­ 
loon that had been flying about to 
amuse people at the German fairs, and 
now the panic shifts the cause of Its 
being to Bleriot’s monoplane. 
That a 
British Dreadnought should be afraid 
of a monoplane of the Bleriot type is 
like an elephant throwing a fit at sight 
of u butterfly. 


English Channel Out of Commission. 
The thing that really disturbs our 
British friends In all this Is that they 
no longer have the natural depravity 
of the English channel to fall back on. 
They had counted on that as a shield 
and a defense forever. 
Now that a 
vehicle has been found that can fly 
above the raging, churning, uncertain 
and treacherous neck of water, heed­ 


ing it, indeed, no more than a summoi 
breeze, it is uo wonder that the dwell 
en# on the “right little, tight little” isle 
are disturbed. Their boasted isolator 
has departed. 
Their water wall has 
melted like rn mist. They are suddenly 
brought on a level with other peoples. 
It is just as easy for an aeroplane tc 
fly over their roaring and terrifying 
channel as it is to fly over an equal 
stretch of French meadows. 
No wonder that the 
Britons ai> 
frantically playing "An Englishman’s 
Home” and tremblingly scanning the 
heavens for the next flock of French 
aeroplanes or covey of German diri­ 
gibles that are on their way to drop 
infernal machines all over London. 
“Thus conscience doth make cowards 
of us all.” John Hull, when he remem­ 
bers the mean things he has done to 
other nations, depending on that “wa­ 
ter wall” of the English channel to 
protect him, cannot understand why 
the other nations do not get even, now 
that the beginning of the flying age 
has brought them the opportunity. He 
knows that he would have revenge if 
the shoe were on the other foot. It is 
this uneasy feeling, no doubt, that has 
spread the terror over England that is 
so mysterious to the rest of the world. 
John Bull knows that he has richly 
earned a licking, and now th at every­ 
body else has learned to fly he sits in 
chattering terror lest some of them 
give him his deserts. 
He is probably safe. The other lands 
are so busy perfecting their air craft 
that they have no time to bother with 
a craven who can extract no higher 
sentiments for the wonderful time 
now dawning than an unreasoning and 
unmanly fear for bis own personal 
safety. 
While all other lands are en­ 
tranced in the day dawn of a new era, 
he alone is grieving that his walls of 
exclusion are melting away and his 
mastery of the seas will not serve him 
in an age when the air Is to become 
the highway of the world. 
He has 
gone on building Dreadnoughts while 
other nations have built biplanes, mo­ 
noplanes and dirigibles. 
Let Him Get Used to It. 
John Bull may be depended on to 
get over his fright at the new wonder, 
even as the old family horse grows ac­ 
customed to the railway and the auto­ 
mobile. When Dobbin finds that each 
train and auto is not bent on his indi­ 
vidual destruction, but goes on regard­ 
less of his very existence, he in time 
becomes reassured. 
And when Mr. 
Bull discovers that the flying age ar­ 
rived not with intent to bring about 
his destruction and that it goes se­ 
renely on its way as if no such portly 
and beef eating gentleman were on the 
planet, lie may become as reassured as 
Dobbin. 
He will have opportunity 
as the Bleriot machine is followed by 
successors, first la singles and next in 
flocks and droves. Then Mr. Bull may 
familiarize himself with the airship in 
all its aspects, and the panic will dis­ 
appear. 
But there is no gainsaying 
that he is scared now. 
The flying age is here. 
On Aug. 22, 
at Rheims, France, is to be held an in­ 
ternational tournam ent of fliers in 
which records will be broken and may­ 
be machines and necks also. 
Glenn 
H. Curtiss, the man who won the 
prizes at the Morris park races in New 
York city and that afterw ard flew for 
fifty-two minutes at Hempstead, will 
represent America. 
Mr. Curtiss has a 
biplane, but perhaps the lightest ma­ 
chine of them all, weighing only 550 
pounds with the operator. 
The motor 
on Mr. Curtiss’ aeroplane is said to be 
a marvel of lightness and power. 
Aeronautics has today become a rec­ 
ognized departm ent of human thought 
and activity. 
In every leading govern­ 
ment large sums are now set aside for 
the pursuit of the science, aerial navies 
are being organized, thousands of the 
world’s best Inventors are wrestling 
with the problem and perfecting the 
vehicles of flight, and in a few years 
more it will become plain to all that 
a new day has arisen for humanity 
and that tlip kingdom of the air is at 
hand.

Horticultural Wizard Working on One 
to Bear a Hundred Varieties.

W ith infinite care Ilugo Lilienthal, 
Berkeley (Cal.) horticulturist and land­ 
scape gardener, founder of the Juve­ 
nile Horticultural society, is pruning, 
trimming and grafting in an effort to 
produce the wonder bush. 
Lilienthal 
has promised Ultima that he will pro­ 
duce a rosebush that will grow IOO 
varieties In red. yellow and snowy 
white. 
Shlma recently built a magnificent 
home in College avenue. Berkeley. He 
commemorated the event by writing 
a check for $100 for the University of 
California to furnish a students’ room 
in the university sanitarium. 
When he I logan the planting of a 
garden Lilienthal was employed. Now 
Shima’s garden is rapidly becoming 
talked of throughout Borkeley, though 
the college town has always been the 
home of magnificent flowers. 
But the 
wealthy Japanese was not satisfied. 
H e wanted something different from 
his fellows. 
So he conceived the idea 
of a rose bush bearing IOO varieties.

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Colonel H. C. S. Heistand Points Out 
Value cf Wright and 
Bleriot 
Ma­ 
chines if Used In Swarms— Valuable 
Adjunct to Troops In Many Ways. 


W artime efficiency of the aeroplane 
is at the moment a much discussed 
subject among army men. 
It is ad-’ 
mitted by many that the possibilities 
in aerial warfare have yet to be devel­ 
oped, but recent achievements by Louis 
Bleriot and Orville W right have given 
rise to considerable speculation. There 
are apparently few officers who are 
prepared to assert that modern w ar­ 
fare would be revolutionized by the 
introduction of a fleet of Bleriot mono­ 
planes or Wright biplanes. 
But there 
are many who go so far as to say that 
such a fleet would be of value to any 
army. 
Speaking of Bleriot’s flight across 
the English channel. General Brim, the 
new French minister of war, recently 
characterized the aeroplane as “the 
wasp of war.” 
“As soon as it is perfect.” he de­ 
clared. “the French arm y will be pro­ 
vided wlrjji a swarm of these wasps.” 
The figure, according to officers of the 
regular United States army, was well 
chosen. 
It illustrates, they say. ex­ 
actly what the mode of aerial warfare 
is likely to be. 
There 
is 
plainly 
less 
skepticism 
among army men concerning air craft 
than formerly. 
Many have come to 
the conclusion that It is high time to 
consider seriously the adaptability of 
aeroplanes to military purposes. 
It is 
the signal corps, of course, that has 
taken hold of the m atter officially, but 
interest has spread to every branch of 
the service. 
Colonel Heistand a Believer. 
It is the opinion of Colonel H. O. S. 
Heistand, adjutant general* of the de­ 
partm ent of the east, that the aero­ 
plane will play an im portant part In 
the w arfare of the future. 
“I am not 
an expert,” he said the other day—“in 
fact, I have never seen an aeroplane 
in a real test. 
Nevertheless I am con­ 
vinced that our government ought to 
be liberal in its appropriations for aero­ 
nautics. 
There is no doubt that the 
aeroplane, even in its present stage of 
development. ' would be of service in 
time of war. 
“I think that comparison of an aero­ 
plane to a wasp is a good one. It sug­ 
gests what could be done with a fleet 
of these craft. . For purposes of rec­ 
onnoitering an$ scout work a single 
aeroplane would have its place, but 
with a whole fleet of them an army 
would be able to do considerable dam­ 
age. 
“Imagine, for example, what might 
be done if they were to be employed 
in an attack on New York city, or any 
city, for that matter. 
With one aero­ 
plane going at the rate of forty miles 
an hour it would be difficult to do 
much harm in the way of dropping ex­ 
plosives 
or 
inflammable 
materials 
down upon our heads, but with a fleet 
of them it would be different. 
It 
would then be the same as a volley 
fired by a troop of soldiers. 
Some of 
the shots would be almost sure to take 
effect. 


An Attack by Sea. 
“Now. suppose a fleet of warships, 
preparing an attack on New York 
harbor, came equipped with a lot of 
these wasps, as they have been called. 
While still out of range of the harbor 
guns they could launch their aero­ 
planes and keep them hovering over 
our fortifications, with more than an 
even chance of doing us considerable 
damage. 
Anyway, they would make 
things uncomfortable for the noncom­ 
batants of the city. 
As for the fortifi­ 
cations. the fleet might succeed in 
dropping explosives so as to strike our 
magazines aud storehouses, and you 
can readily imagine w hat that would 
mean. 
“All 
this 
would 
be accomplished 
more easily with aeroplanes of the 
W right or Bleriot type than with 
dirigibles, because they would furnish 
less of a target for our guns. 
Besides, 
they are safer. 
A dirigible is always 
In danger of a spark from its own mo­ 
tor, which would be sufficient to ex­ 
plode the gas that supports It. 
Harassed by a Torpedo Boat. 
“Not long ago I took part in some 
maneuvers and was delegated to the 
army of defense. 
Every night the at­ 
tacking fleet had a way of sending out 
one of those It Hie torpedo boats, which 
would come sneaking in close to shore 
and give us all a scare. It became nec­ 
essary to call out the garrison at all 
hours just because of that one tor­ 
pedo boat, and you can see that after 
a few days the army of defense was 
in sore need of a good night’s rest. The 
men had been kept on the qui vive al­ 
most constantly, while the attacking 
force was slumbering soundly well out 
of our reach. 
“That is the sort of tactics, it seems 
to me, that aeroplanes would be able 
to carry out effectively. 
They could 
worry a whole army, if they did noth­ 
ing else. 
It would be a sort of bit and 
run game. 
They would be like so 
many wasps about a man’s head. 
“If they wanted to, they could disre­ 
gard the rules of warfare and destroy 
a city without warning. 
And there is 
not much doubt in my mind that the 
rules would be disregarded by the 
average army if the destruction of a 
certain city seemed advisable. The of­ 
ficer In command would no doubt 
find a good military reason for i t ”— 
New York Post.

The Indiana State Fair has formed 
the richest racing program in Its his 
tory for the week of Sept. 6, the pur­ 
ses for which amount to $37,600. That 
there will be an extraordinary number 
of horses in the various contests is 
indicated by the entries which closed I 
In June when the names of 195 different I 
horses were sent to Secretary Charles 
Downing, the horses to come from 
Kentucky, Tennessee, Missouri, Michi­ 
gan, Colorado. Ohio, New York, Illinois, 
Wisconsin, California, and the best 
stables ct Indiana will he represented. 
In the 2:20 trot, with a purse of $5,000, 
there are 20 entries, and in the 2:15 
pace, also with a $5,000 purse, there 
are 26 entries. The entry lists for the 
other twelve races on the State Fair 
program do not close until August 24. 
The course at the Fair, already rich 
in race track lore, is during the com­ 
ing Fair, expected to make some more 
valuable contributions to the world’s 
records for pacers in some special 
events. 
The State Fair management 
has entered into a contract with Dick I 
Wilson, 
of Rushville, 
one 
of 
the 
famous horsemen of the country, who 
will start Hedgewood Boy, with a rec­ 
ord of 2:02 1-4, and Lady Maude C, 
with a mark of 2:04 1-2 In three ef­ 
forts to fix new records. 
The con­ 
tract with Wilson provides that if he 
“does nothing, he gets nothing.” 
On Monday, the first day of the Fair, 
Hedgewood Boy and Lady Maud C, 
who are full brother and sister, will 
be driven to equal the world’s record, 
Wilson is to receive $600, and if he 
lowers it will receive $400 additional. 
In another special event, if Hedgewood 
Boy paces a mile in harness in 2:021-4, 
his present record, Wilson is to re­ 
ceive $500. 
If, in this performance, 
Hedgewood Boy beats the track record 
of 2:01, made by Star Pointer in 1897, 
Wilson will receive $250 additional. 
If 
Lady 
Maud 
C., 
2 :0 4 ^, 
beats 
her present record, Wilson will get 
$500; if she beats the world’s rec­ 
ord for pacing mares, $250 additional. 
If either Hedgewood Boy or Lady Maud 
C, or both. beat the world’s stallion 
race record 
of 
l:59Vfe 
for pacers, 
Wilson will be awarded $500. 
The 
Rushville horseman can by meeting 
all conditions of the contract gather 
up $3,500 for his work at thfe State 
Fair. 
He is to receive nothing in the 
event that his horses do not equal or 
beat the marks which are fixed by the 
contract. 
The horses are to pace to 
wagon on the first day of the Fair, 
weather and track permitting. Hedge­ 
wood Boy will start against the record 
for stallit6ns on Thursday and Lady 
Maud C, will make her attem pt on 
Friday of Fair week. 
C. H. Anthony, 
the Fair’s superintendent of speed, the 
judges and starter of the Fair races 
are to determine if the weather and 
track are of proper condition for the 
events. 
The rules of the American 
Trotting Association are to govern. 
The race track at the Indiana Fair 
grounds has for months been in use 
and only severe weather can put It out 
of commission 
for the 
September 
races. 
Since early spring about 300 
trotters and pacers, representing fa­ 
mous stables from over the United 
States, have been in training at the 
Indiana grounds and it has become 
one of the most favored tracks for 
spring and early summer work In the 
land. 
The track was re-soiled some 
months ago and was carefully ditched. 
During the heavy rains of last spring, 
the w ater speedily drained off the 
course and three or four hours of sun­ 
shine brought it into condition for use 
again. 
It will require a very heavy 
and continuous 
rain to hinder the 
races at the coming Fair. 
Four or five hundred trotters and 
pacers are expected at the track for 
the September meeting, and many 
stables which are noted over the grand 
circuit will be represented.

States Senator Bailey, of Texas, has 
entered two mares, Lucile Marlow and 
Eva Cord, in the Fair trotting events.

h ow th e boys got mixed in th eir cra­ 
dles, an d Joh n got in to th e ch urch . For 
George, wh o ough t to h ave been a 
clergyman , n oth in g was left but a lon g 
en gin eerin g course for wh ich , after h e 
got it, h e appeared to h ave n o use. 
However, it seemed a little lafe to 
sh ift th e life alignments. 
Joh n h ad 
th e pulpit an d appeared disposed to 
keep it, an d George was left, like a 
New En glan d farm, to won der wh at 
h ad become of himself.

been cut off, an d th e sick boss h ad 
got In to a corn er beh in d a pool table 
to make h is stan d. 
In h is pocket h e 
h ad a pistol, kn owin g th at to use it 
mean t death to h im as well as to th e 
wretch h e was tryin g to save. 
Fifty 
men were yellin g in th e room. 
Th ey 
h ad rope, h atch ets, a sprin klin g of 
gun s, an d w’h isky en ough to burn th e 
town , an d in th e corn er beh in d a pool 
table stood th e min in g 
boss 
with 
moun tain fever, th e dago an d a broken 
billiard cue. 
Bucks took the cigar 
from 
his 
mouth, leaned forward in his chair, 
and stretched his heav y chin out of 
his neck as 
if 
the situation 
now 
promised a story . 
The leader, Smith 
continued, was the mine blacksmith.

door of Marion Sin clair’s sh op, flun g 
h is h at sailin g alon g th e sh ow case 
with h is war cry, an d called to h er in 
th e back rooms, sh e th ough t h e h ad 
merely run in to say h e was in town . 
“How do you do? 
W h at do you 
th in k? 
You’re goin g to h ave an old 
boarder back,” h e cried. “I’m comin g 
to Medicin e Ben d, superin ten den t of 
th e division !” 
“Mr. 
McCloud!” 
Marion Sin clair 
clasped h er ban Is an d dropped in to a 
ch air. 
“L'ave th ey made you superin ­ 
tendent already?” 
“Well, I like th at! 
Do you wan t 
th em to wait till I’m gray-h eaded?” * 
Marion th rew h er h an ds to h er own 
h ead. 
“Oh , don ’t say an yth in g about 
gray h airs. 
My h ead won ’t bear in ­ 
spection . 
But I can ’t get over th is 
promotion comin g so soon —th is wh ole 
big division ! 
Well, I con gratulate you 
very sin cerely—” 
“Oh , but th at isn ’t it! 
I suppose 
an ybody will con gratulate me. 
But 
wh ere am I to board?

Marion Sin clair wore gold spectacles, 
but th ey did n ot h ide th e deligh tful 
good-n ature in h er eyes. On th e th ird 
fin ger of h er slen der left h an d sh e 
wore, too, a gold ban d th at explain ed 
th e gray in h er h air at 26. 
Th is was th e wife of Murray Sin ­ 
clair, wh om h e h ad brough t to th e 
moun tain s from h er far-away Wiscon ­ 
sin h pme. 
W ith in a year 
h e 
h ad 
broken h er h eart so far as it lay in 
h im to do it, but h e could n ot break 
h er ch arm n or h er spirit. Sh e was too 
proud to go back, wh en forced to 
leave h im, an d h ad set about earn in g 
h er own ¡livin g in th e coun try to wh ich 
sh e h ad come as a bride. 
Sh e put on 
spectacles, sh e mutilated h er h eavy 
brown h air an d to escape n otice an d 
secure th e obscurity th at sh e craved, 
h er n ame, Marion , became, over th e 
door of h er millin ery sh op an d in h er 
busin ess, on ly “M. Sin clair.” 
Cold Sprin gs, wh ere 
Sin clair h ad 
first brough t h er wh en h e h ad h ead­ 
quarters th ere as fftreman of bridges, 
h ad proved a h opeless place for th e 
millin ery busin ess—at least, in th e 
way th at Marion ran it.
